The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
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Inventions I, II, III and IV are related as combination and subcombination. 
Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as 
claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for 
patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other 
combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the invention 
I is drawing to a method of transmitting data from a plurality of a mobile stations to a 
base stations, the method comprising transmitting data from the first set of mobile 
stations at a higher time average data rate than data transmitted from the second set of 
mobile stations. The subcombination has separate utility such as the invention II is 
drawing to a method of transmitting data from a plurality of mobile stations to a base 
station, the method comprising transmitting data from the selected mobile stations 
simultaneously during a next time slot; the invention III is drawing to a method of 
selecting from N mobile stations each having an associated measured response vector 
V, K groups of L mobile stations for each of K communication slots of a wireless 
communication system, the method comprising determining a list of J mobile station 
from the N mobile stations depending on the frequency of desired selection for reach of 
the N mobile stations; the invention IV is drawing to a system for providing high data 
rate wireless communication, the system comprising a scheduler circuitry having a 
mobile station communication control algorithm.
